11. [x] The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's argument that the '153 application is not a valid reference is not persuasive. 35 U.S.C 121 does not apply in this 
instance. 

MPEP section 804.01(F) indicates that the prohibition of double patenting rejections under 35 (JSC 121 does not apply. The statute 
does not apply when the claims of the second application are drawn to the "same invention" as the first application or (issued) 
patent. In this case, the claims of '008 are drawn to the same invention of the claims of '1 53, to the method of making a 
semiconductor device. 

While the situation should not arise where appropriate care is exercised in defining the independent and distinct inventions in a 

restriction reguirement, the issue might arise as to whether 35 USC 121 prevents the use of a double patenting rejection when 
the identical invention is claimed in both the (issued) patent and the pending application. Under these circumstances, the Office 
will make the double patenting rejection because the patentee is entitled only to a single patent for an invention. In this case, 
the issued patent C153) and the pending application C008) are both drawn to the method of making semiconductor devices. 
Therefore, applicant/patentee is only entitled to one patent per invention and the Final Rejection mailed 03/10/05 is maintained.
